RETROSPECT 


N 1949 racing was not pushed over a cliff, but 
was watted gently downward to a level a short 
distance below that of 1948. It is retiring by grad- 
ual stages from the heights to which it was pushed 
by war and its immediate aftermath, In general, 


but with exceptions, attendance and betting were » 


below 1948. The difference was enough to pinch 
but not enough to pulverize. There was, of 
course, no sign of tax relief, and the big take-ofl 
loomed still bigger to players with diminishing 
resources. 

Purses edged downward again trom the 1947 
peak. Some of the richest races began to shrink. 
There was a moderate but highly significant de- 
cline in the values of stakes races. However, when 
a few tracks tried to move their minimum purses 
down, organized horsemen refused them the priv- 
ilege of doing so. ‘The majority of American 
horsemen appear to feel that the minimum purse 
is more important than different purses for dif- 
ferent’ classes of horses—a philosophy which, if 
long continued, can have serious results for breed- 
ers and for racing as a whole, 

Claiming races gained in numbers and_ per- 
centage—another evil sign for the breeder and 
owner. A new claiming rule came into fashion, 
providing that only the winner, if claimed, must 
run for a higher price if he starts within 30 days. 

Eugenists like to point out that the birth rate 
goes up as the standard of living goes down. So 
with Thoroughbred horses, though for different 
reasons. It was, of course, the rising market during 
and immediately after the war which started the 
upsurge in production, but the momentum has 
carried on into the vears of declining values. Now 
American breeders are turning out nearly 50) per 
cent more “Thoroughbreds than are needed for 
replacements on the race tracks, and in return to 
their optimism are receiving a shellacking. More 
than twice as many yearlings were sold by public 
auction as in 1944, the year the boom got under 
way, and probably less than one in five of those 
sold in 1949 returned its production cost. 


Other memorable items the 1949) kaleide- 
scope included the speed records of Coaltown, 
the rivalry between Ponder and Capot, the retire- 
ment of Stymic still the leading money winner; 
the death of Wallis Armstrong, Cal Milam, Matt 
Winn, Crispin ¢ Oglebay, Harry Straus, and other 
honored men in racing: the rescission of the “Jer 
sey Act"; the importation or purchase of *Royal 
Gem, *Ardan, Nasrullah, Orestes, Nirgal, and 
other prominent foreign horses; the market 
strength of high-class broodmares and_ fillies: the 
disastrous fire at Hollywood Park: the rapid pro- 
gress in the development of phenothiazine as the 
most cllective guard against: bloodworm  infesta- 
tion; the dissolution of the Army Remount. 


PROSPECT 


HE experts on business trends tell us that we 
have come down from a peak to a high pla- 
teau. They tell us that, for the immediate future 
at least, the downslide is ended. If they are cor- 
rect, then we make the presumption that for rac- 


‘ing this will be a good year, favorably comparable 


with 1949. 

It appears quite possible, however, that the ag- 
gregate and average of purses may be lower, not 
so much because of the economic status of the aver- 
age race-goer as because of the burdensome pres- 
sure of a too-heavy take-off from the mutuel pools, 
mostly in the form of taxes. Legislators in general 
are not yet aware of the forces exerted by an over- 
load of taxation; they do not yet seem to realize 
that players are being driven from the tracks to 
bookmakers, or that the long-range effect will be a 
cheapening of racing with a resultant lower return 
to the state. 

If purses come down, as they appear likely to 
do, there probably will be a further increase in the 
percentage of claiming races offered, and any such 
increase inevitably is accompanied by a general 
cheaping of race horses and breeding stock. The 
trend away from claiming races is not likely to 
begin until economic pressure forces Owners into 
the realization that the best chance of success lies 
in the other direction. ‘Trainers, in general, will 
probably hold out in favor of claiming races until 
the South Pacific freezes over, But one day they 
may begin to run out of suckers willing to pay 
the bill for such an unsatisfying participation in 
what was once called the Sport of Kings. 

The effect of the increase in claiming races was 
plainly visible in last year’s market. While prices 
for good stock and bad went down in North Amer- 
ica, foreign markets held steady or made gains, 
even in countries where general economic condt- 
tions were very stringent. Until the flood tide 
of claiming races begins to recede in this country, 
there is litthe prospect of a marked increase in the 
values of even the best bloodstock. 

This year (we hope) breeders will exercise a 
little more discrimination in their choice of breed- 
ing stock. “Phey have had their lesson in the most 
effective place—in the pocketbook. Even the new- 
comers will have learned by now how difficult i 
is to zip up the gap between expenses and income. 
But production will go down slowly, grudgingly. 
It goes against the American grain to admit fail- 
ure, even in the face of overwhelming odds. 

There probably will be more races run_ this 
year than ever before. Some new tracks will be in 
operation, and some promoters have the idea that 
nine races will produce more revenue than eight. 

In general, it should be a good year in racing. 
We have done some deploring here, but there are 
many considerations on the brighter side, and we 
look forward to 1950 with assurance.

Wanted: Rule that Will Please .. 


Everyone and Catch the Culprits 


New 


As long as this observer can remember, 
there has been something wrong with the 
rules governing penalties for the stimula- 
tion of horses, and it seems particularly 
acute in Florida at the moment. Horsemen 
are apparently quite willing to race under 
a rule which permits the suspension of a 
man found standing in a stall with a 
horse, holding a hypodermic needle in 
one hand and a solution of heroin in the 
other, providing he does not claim that 
he intended to take the heroin himself, 
but any other is regarded as endangering 
the livelihood of innocent men. 


It should be explained that these re- 
marks have nothing to do with the recent 
exoneration of Albert Dunne, since de- 
ponent does not profess to know anything 
about the case beyond what was reported 
in the racing papers. But the HBPA is 
securely in possession of one point: the 
presence of a stimulant in a urine speci- 
men may be explained by the use of a 
body brace. That the HBPA did not in- 
tend to use this defense, as President Dan 
Chappell says, does not alter the fact that 
the defense exists; it would certainly be 
used by any horseman subsequently sus- 
pended for stimulation. Now to fight a 
rule prohibiting the use of a body brace 
on a horse from which a urine specimen 
is to be taken is to claim a permanent 
excuse. Any thoughtful horseman who 
stimulated a horse would make certain 
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that his body brace contained the proper 
stimulant, if he had to add it himself. 

The difficulty, as you will imagine, is 
that the stimulation of horses is seldom 
done in front of the grandstand with a 
flare of trumpets and a roll of drums. It 
is virtually impossible to catch any care- 
ful trainer in the act, and it is seldom 
that the stewards of a race track or the 
members of a commission have anything 
more to work on than a chemist’s report 
that evidence of stimulation has been 
found. As a result, the only possible 
course is to hold someone, not necessarily 
the trainer, responsible for the condition 
of each horse. Trainers have argued 
angrily, and sometimes with reason, that 
it is unfair to hold them responsible for 
an act which they cannot possibly control 
entirely. They have had plenty of ideas 
for protecting the innocent, but I cannot 
remember that they have made many con- 
structive suggestions for catching the 
guilty. 

An official who has nothing to do with 
this case, and does not want anything to 
do with it and therefore doesn’t want his 
name used, has suggested a modification 
of the receiving barn. A trainer might, 
at his pleasure, keep his horse anywhere 
he pleased until time to bring him to the 
paddock to be saddled, but in this case he 
would assume full responsibility for the 
horse. Or he might, at his pleasure, place 
him in a structure provided by the track 
and adequately policed, a couple of hours 
before his race. In the latter case he would 
lock the stall door, hand the key to a 
groom who would remain outside the door, 
and go his way. In this case the groom 
would be on the hook; the horse would be 
entirely in his charge during the critical 
period. 

It will be suggested that this might 
lead to the administration of stimulants 
with delayed action—that is, stimulants 
contained in slowly dissolving substances 
which would take effect hours after they 
had been administered. There are sleeping 
pills, for instance, for the use of people 
who go to sleep without difficulty and 
wake up two or three hours later, which 
go off several hours after they are taken. 
But the timing of a stimulant which is to 
make a horse win a race requires an 
exactitude which doubt could be 
achieved. Theoretically this is possible, 
but practically [ question if it will work. 


Those who argue that a trainer should 
net be suspended before his guilt is dem- 
onstrated would do well to remember that 
racing is offered as a sport. dependent on 
the good will and the confidence of its 
patrons. and that these must be main- 
tained at whatever cost in inconvenience. 
If. for instance. a baseball player were un 
der suspicion of serious misconduct. I'm 
sure he wouldn’t be allowed to play until 
the affair was straightened out. Tt can’t 
be nice for a trainer to have his occupa- 
tion interrupted and his name in_ the 
papers when he proves to be innocent. but 
the same may be said for a man picked 
up on suspicion of burglary and subse- 
quently acquitted. 

The fact seems to be that the preserva- 
tion of law and order. either on the race 
track or in general society. involves — in- 
convenience and occasional hardship for 
individuals. and that the complete elimi- 
nation of this inconvenience and hardship. 
desirable in itself. results in very lax en- 
forcement of law. Maybe the HBPA can 
change this. but I doubt it. 

You understand. I hope. that there is 
not merely a right and a wrong side in 
this and other similar controversies. The 
HBPA has some very legitimate points. 
and some rules regarding stimulation have 
very definitely been badly written. But 
I'm pretty sure that if the horsemen’s 
organizations would put their heads  to- 
gether and produce a rule which. on ex- 
amination, proves better adapted to catch- 
ing people who hop horses. and_ better 
adapted to protecting people who don’t. 
racing commissions everywhere would be 
happy to adopt it. The idea of “let me 
alone, don’t make me do anything. and 
don’t hold me responsible if anything hap- 
pens” doesn’t seem to me to be entirely 
mature.

New York: The Taxman Cometh 


Few statisticians have been turned loose 
on the business side of racing. but when 
they are given the opportunity, they pro- 
duce data by the bundle. What would 
happen if they were given rein to study 
all departments of the Turf perhaps 
would be more disconcerting than other- 
wise. though the long-range benefits would 
be apparent. Their scope so far has been 
jimited chiefly to annual summaries pub- 
lished by state racing commissions. This 
is an interesting and important field. and 
is explored extensively in only two juris- 
dictions—New York and Illinois—so far 
as the public knows. 


Both these states issue annual reports 


of considerable length. and provide a 
mass of information which otherwise 


would not be available. The 1949 report 
of the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion was issued recently. It covers 64 
mimeographed pages. including the index. 
Here are some high points: 


TAXES. Whenever a_ state official 
thinks of racing he thinks of taxes. and 
thinks of taxes he thinks 
of racing. The budget director in New 
York probably gained a very kindly im- 
pression of the New York horse parks in 
1949. They paid $20.318.955 into the State 
treasury. This brought the total revenue 
since 1940. when pari-mutuels were 
legalized in the State. to $194,905,291. 

At the start. in 1940. the State received 


whenever he 


$6.066.367. In 1945. the peak year. it was 
$30,324,075. 

In addition, the following revenue was 
paid in 1949 to these local governments 


through an added tax on_ pari-mutuel 
betting: New York City. $11.075.426: 
Nassau County. $3.260.517; Saratoga 


County, $830.704. This added $15.166.647 
to the tax bill. 


COST OF COLLECTION. Fortunately 
for the taxpayer. it didn’t cost him much 
to collect this money from himself. The 
State appropriated $230.921 for the op- 
eration of the racing commission. But it 
thoughtfully assessed each track $350 a 
day for supervisory costs. $25 a day li- 
cense fees, and also collected other license 
fees amounting to $17,973, and tapped 
other sources. This reduced the State’s 
net cost to $134.819. or 24 of 1 per cent 
of the tax money. 


THE BETTING. What makes racing 
go. on the present scale. in New York 
or any other State is the betting. which 
makes the taxes. purses. and other con- 
comitants possible. In 1949 the betting 
in New York. over 196 days of racing 
(April 1—November 15). totaled $303.- 
355.970. This was slightly less than 9 per 
cent under the 1948 total of $333.046.167. 
The decrease was reflected in the tax 
collections. 


Part of this decline is the result’ of 


changed economic conditions, though rac- 
ing organizations seem inclined to make 
comparisons with peak years than with 
more normal ones. The high point in New 
York betting was reached in 1945, when 
more than $450 million was bet. In 1940 
the total was $103 million. which at the 
time was considered pretty good. The 
1949 handle was nearly three times as 
large as for 1940. But it must be acknowl- 
edged. in fairness to the New York tracks. 
that their purse distribution has increased 
nearly in proportion to the betting, which 
is not true in all states. 


The New York commission has pointed 
out. ever since the extra 5 per cent “bite” 
was imposed in 1946 for the benefit of 
local governments. that betting has been 
adversely affected. “Further and marked 
decreases for 1949 emphasize the steady 
deterioration in wagering over four years 
of the 15 per cent burden.” the report 
states. 


On the basis of average daily handle. 
as shown in a table. the following seasonal 
decreases in betting have been recorded, 
using the peak year of 1945 as the yard- 
stick: 1946—28 per cent. 1947—36 per 
cent. 1948—42 per cent. and 1949—47 
per cent. The only track which has not 
shown a steady decrease is Jamaica. which 
ran most of its 19146 spring meeting be- 
fore the “bite” was imposed. Since then 
Jamaica. like the tracks. 
shown a decline.

eral economic condition of the horse- 
player also has been changing. 

In 1919 the daily double was restored 
to racing after an absence of three years. 
It was hoped that this would stimulate 
hetting. but the commission is careful to 
point out in its report that it considers 
the double to be objectionable even 
though it dees produce more action at the 
sellers’ windows. 

\ total of $17.651.694 was bet on the 
double in 1949. This was a daily average 
of $90,059, In 1945. the last previous year 
of operation. the average was $141.083. 
The decrease was 36 per cent. against a 
47 per cent over-all decline in the same 
period. which the commission interprets 
as evidence of the double’s popularity. 

The report points out that the return 
of the double did not. however. stimulate 
betting as much as the tracks had ex- 
pected: “A comparison of the wagering 
for four identical weeks at the Belmont 
spring meetings in 1947 and 1948 to that 
of 1949 reveals that only 25 per cent of 
the amount wagered on the daily double 
represents a real gain.” 

The commission attributes this to the 
tendency of bettors to wager on the dou- 
ble (on the first and second races) and 
refrain from making other bets on these 
races. or at least reduce their bets. In 
view of this. the report adds. and consid- 
ering the extra expense of selling double 
tickets. “the racing associations cannot 
in fairness be charged with too selfish a 
motive in restoring the double.” 

Horseplavers in general probably would 
consider the lengthy report to be  tire- 
some reading. but they could salvage this 
bit of information: The luckiest horses in 


the first race were Nos. 1 and 7. No. 1 
won 28 times. and No. 7 won 27 times. out 
of a possible 201. The second race is 
harder--No. 1 won 27 times. but Nos. 3. 
4. and 7, tied for second with 23. hits 
apiece. 


BREAKAGE. In New York. the State 
gets 60 per cent of the breakage. the 
tracks keep the remainder. An exception 
is made at upstate Saratoga. where the 
split is 50-50. 

Breakage in New York last year 
amounted to $2.061.454. on the basis of 
a nickel. The percentage of the break- 
age to the mutuel handle was 68/100 
of one per cent. This was the smallest 
in the history of the New York tracks 
under legalized betting. The shrinkage 
was attributed partly to the daily double. 
where the breakage was only 8/100 of 
one per cent. because the double payoffs 
were larger than the usual mutuel prices. 
and were fewer in number. As the com- 
mission points out. breakage is affected 
by the percentage of winning favorites 
(the more tickets to pay. the more odd 
pennies are left over). In New York. dur- 
ing 1949. the percentage was .33. as 
against .38 for 1944. If the percentage 
of winning favorites in 1949 had been .35. 
the commission calculated. the breakage 
would have increased by about $200.000. 

In connection with betting. the report 
offers the observation that an increase in 
the number of races a day will not nec- 
essarily produce a corresponding increase 
in the amount of money sent through the 
machines. Basis for this was the exper- 
ierce at Jamaica. where the association 
held eight flat races a day. instead of its 
customary seven. The same situation ob- 
tained) during the Saratoga-at-Jamaica 
meeting. 

The commission had believed. from 
previous studies, that extra races do not 
necessarily mean more money bet. A com- 
parison was made between the 1947 and 
1948 Jamaica meetings. when seven-race 
programs were the rule. and the similar 
period in 1949. when eight races were 
held. The conclusion was. based on the 
average bet per person per day. that the 
horseplayer spreads “his wagering po- 
tential over the day’s program. in larger 
or smaller degrees. depending on the 
number of wagering opportunities —pre- 
sented.” 


PURSES. The New York commission 
is proud of the State’s position as the 
leader in purse distribution. both in total 
amount and in daily average. It notes that 
purse money declined in 1949 by 10.8 
per cent from the previous year. “repre- 
senting the first retrenchment in purses 
since the inauguration of pari-mutuels in

1940 ....” Jamaica showed a 2.3 per 
cent increase, because of the extra race 
each day. The other tracks went down.

THE TRACKS. The five New York 
courses had a gross income of $19.957.452 
from attendance and betting. according to 
the commission report. Figures on track 
profits for 1949 were not available when 
the report was compiled. But in accord- 
ance with custom. the data for 1948 were 
presented.

The Economics of Equine Age: 
Statistics for Saving Money 


In 1948 there were 724 horses 11 years 
old or older racing on North American 
tracks, or 3.57 per cent of the total of 
20.254. Collectively they earned $603,953. 
or 1.1 per cent of the total of $54.436.063. 

The general average for all horses which 
raced in 1948 was $2.689. The average for 
horses 10 years old and younger was 
€2.756. The average for horses 11 years 
old and older was $834. As a group. the 
724 horses past the age of 10 had an aver- 
age-earnings index of .310. That is. the 
average of their earnings was 31 per cent 
of the over-all average of $2.689. 

The distribution of these oldsters on an 
earnings hasis is indicated by the follow- 
ing tabulation:

A total of ten horses out of 724 earned 
as much as $5.000 during the year—but 
only one of these had earned less than 
$20.000 in his previous racing career. 

A glance at the cumulative percentage 
column in the table will indicate that only 
6 per cent (actually 5.7 per cent) of this 
older group of horses—about one out of 
18—earned as much as $3.000 in the year. 

(By way of contrast. about 37! per 


cent of 3-year-olds earned) more than 
$3.000 in 1948. and about one in four 
reached the $5.000 level. About 8 per 


cent earned more than $10,000. and 2 per 
cent were over $25,000.) 

Since a horse racing en tracks with 
purses large enough for him to win more 
than $3.000 in a year will probably cost 
more than $3,000 to train, the owners who 
have to pay the bills may make a rough 
estimate that they have a 1-in-18 chance of 
breaking even. or nearly so, with a horse 
that has reached 11 years of age. They 
have only about one chance in 70 of show- 
ing an appreciable profit on such an ani- 
mal. 

Some of these old-timers are steeple- 
chasers. of course. and unfortunately the 
steeplechase statistics are not separated 
from those having to do with flat racing. 
But even with the successful jumpers in- 
cluded, the case is clear that (with negli- 


gible exceptions) the only horses in this 
aged group worth running against their 
training expenses are those whose previous 
record shows that they have earned more 
than the average of the years in which 
they raced. 

For instance. Aldridge. which earned 
$6.740 at 11 in 1948. had previously earned 
$44.487. Bonnie Andrew. $8.840 at 11. had 
already gained a total of $36.385: His- 
trionie. $5.475 at 13. had a previous total 
of 348.575: Gourmet. $10.195 at 11 (the 
only horse in this group to pass $10.000). 
had earned $40.655 by the end of 1947. 
And so on. Even with previously successful 
horses. the odds are of course strongly 
against an even break: with horses which 
have been below average in their earlier 
years, the chances of failure are on the 
edge of certainty. 

The aging process moves rapidly in these 
later years. Of the 41 older horses with 
earnings above $3.000. 28 were 11-year-olds 
and only 13 were in the higher ages. Tak- 
ing the extreme ages. there were 46 start- 
ers which had reached or passed the age 
of 15 in 1948. One of them earned $2.300. 
another $1.800. none of the others as much 
as $1.500. Twenty-two of the 46 earned 
nothing. and 11 others got less than $100. 
That is. 72 per cent of these old-timers 
earned less than $100 for their year of 
effort. For this extreme age-group. the 
total winnings of 46 horses were $4.290. 
The earnings index was .093. which is to 
say that as a group the 15-vear-olds and 
up earned 9 per cent of the general aver- 
age. 

Some of these ancient athletes are on 
the tracks because their owners have de- 
veloped an affection for them. and perhaps 
feel that they would be unhappy in any 
other situation. But it is unlikely that fond- 
ness for a worn-out old selling plater has 
ever been adduced as one of the reasons 
in support of a rule to keep other horses 
off the tracks. 

The inevitable that. 
except in rare and easily distinguished 
cases, an owner who undertakes to pay the 
racing expenses of a horse which is over

10 years of age has about the same chance 
of success as a man trying to swim the 
English Channel with a crowbar in_ his 
teeth. With stall space at such a premium 
as it new is. owners might reflect upon 
the probabilities here indicated before 
they undertake to face the 1950 season.

Cudgel Was a Weight Carrier, 
And Best,Under the Maple Leaf 


J. B. Campbell, official handicapper of 
The Jockey Club, has said that the best 
weight-carrying handicap horses he has 
ever allotted weights were Cudgel and 
Discovery, a statement no one in his right 
senses will take issue with. 

A bay horse, foaled in 1914 at the 
Brookdale Stud of Harry Payne Whitney, 
Cudgel was Broomstick’s best son as a 
race horse. Broomstick, a smallish son 
of Ben Brush—*El{, by Galliard, was a 
good race horse and a better sire. He led 
the list of sires three years in succession 
(1913, 1914, and 1915), breaking the mon- 
opoly held by *Star Shoot. 

Strangely enough, only one of Broom- 
stick’s issue ever earned as much as 
$100,000. This was Dr. Clark, and it 
necessitated 44 victories, 30 seconds and 
40 thirds in 265 starts to earn $101,569. 
Eugenia Burch, dam of Cudgel, was a 
daughter of *Ben Strome—*The Humber. 
She was a high class stakes winner in the 
silks of a Mrs. Curtis. She was acquired 
by Mr. Whitney and sent to the Brook- 


dale Stud. Red Bank, N. J.. when her 
racing days were finished. 

When Cudgel came to the racing stable 
to be brained, James Rowe immediately 
noted the colt was a wobbler, as his year- 
older brother had been before him. So 
Mr. Rowe instructed his general factotum. 
Albert Simons, to get rid of him. He ran 
a few times in the colors of his breeder. 
and then was sold to John W. Schorr for 
$1,250. That year, at two. he won five 
races in 1] starts for Mr. Schorr, a Ten- 
nessee brewer.

STUD RECORD. Altogether Cudgel 
started in 59 races, won 28, was second 
in 13, third in seven, unplaced in 11, 
and earned $68,954. He entered his 
owner’s stud, the Ross Stud Farm near 
Laurel, Md., in 1920, and two years later 
he was transferred to the Keeneland Stud

POCOHONTAS: A LIBEL 
REFUTED 


(From the 1947 volume of The Irish Horse ) 


Tt is high time all these scandalous 
stories about Pocohontas were finally put 
out of circulation. The character of one of 
the immortal mares of the Stud Book. who 
in successive seasons foaled Stockwell and 
Rataplan to Birdcatcher’s son. The Baron, 
and the vear after King Tom to Hark- 
away. has been sadly traduced. Joseph Os- 
borne. an Trishman. who should have 
known better. started it when he wrote 
in the last century that she was a “bad 
roarer, and an indifferent Performer.”

It is recorded that “Charles 
XII (a St. Leger winner) and Pocohontas, 
who had made most of the running, came in 
close. the ‘Monarch’ having about a head 
the better of the filly.” 

Pocohontas was not an “indifferent per- 
former’-—only unlucky!

1941. and made an abbreviated stud sea- 
son at Cupertino that spring. *Alibhai was 
purchased as a vearling at Newmarket in 
December. 1939. He arrived in this coun- 
try in January. 1940. and joined *Beau 
Pere at stud a vear later. 

The Maver stud at Perris. Calif... was 
started in July. 1941. *Beau Pere. *Ali- 
bhai. and the mares 
and breeding began at that place in 1942. 
It ceased after the season of 1947. 

During the relatively brief existence of 
Mr. Mayer's stud. the total number of 
mares there was 108. and the total num- 
her of foals produced there was 316. The 
Mayer name did not appear on the list of 
breeders in the American Racing Manual 
until 1943. when he credited with 
winners of 43 races. plus 46 seconds. and 
54 thirds. and $49.660. This ranked him

This edict served well for several years, 
but the Jockey Club had limited powers, 
and rules governing Newmarket were in- 
effective elsewhere. Consequently, — the 
horse world was slow to accept the Jan- 
uary 1 date, and it was more than 20 
years before the Jockey Club began to die- 
tate the rules of racing. 

In New York, the American jockey 
club adopted the January 1 rule in 1842, 
but in the southern part of the country, 
the May 1 rule was adhered to until 
after the Civil War. 

The history of the May 1 birthday goes 
to the account set forth in Pond’s Kalen- 
dar for 1751. Here the introductory rule 
reads. “Horses take their age from May 1. 

In recent years, sporadic movements 
have been made to change the birth date 
of Thoroughbreds back to some time in 
the spring. The difficulty of getting a mare 
in foal early in the year, and the incon- 
venience in cold weather have been listed 
as some of the reasons. But so far, no 
change has been made. January 1 is the 
official date for birthdays for horses— 
Thoroughbreds, and Standardbreds alike. 
Only in the southern hemisphere is there 
any deviation. There the birthday is July 
1. which is the climatic equivalent of Jan- 
uary | in the northern hemisphere.

For owners who have difficulty finding 
names for their new 2-vear-olds—and who 
doesn’t?—-one of the hooks of the year 
ought to be Balkan Village. by Dr. Trwin 
T. Sanders. published bv the University 
of Kentucky Press. Tt is a seciolocist’s ac- 
count of life in Dragalevtsv. a Bulgarian 
village near Sofia. in the Shopsko area. 
interesting enough in itself. but esnecially 
interesting to a horseman in search of a 
new source of names. Some. of course. 
are virtually unpronounceable. but some 
of the others may fill in gaps. particularly 
where they happen to fit in with the an- 
cestry. 

The horo is the local folk dance. Baba 
is old woman. Dedo is grandfather. or old 
man. A housewife is domakinya, bulka 
bride. Rakiya is plum brandy. boza a fer- 
mented drink made from millet seed. 


People make pilgrimages to the Rila

Vitosha. They use the Cyrillic alphabet. 
The mayor’s wife dresses po modata (in 
the latest fashion). Neighboring villages 
include Simeonovo and Bistritsa. Gospo- 
dine is a salutation equivalent to Mr. The 
people eat from a circular table. two feet 
high. called from a_ cloth 
spread on the floor, called a trapeza.

Some horses drink more water in three 
swallows than others drink in 12. but if 
you try to watch the water level when a 
slow drinker is drinking, your martinet 
wlil give you hell and since he is in 
authority you can’t even explain the situa- 
tion. They claim the watering is respon- 
sible for a horse tieing up. While the 
horse which ties up usually comes in 
with a hump in his loins. and more or 
less dragging the hind feet. it is usually 
caused by too much grain in conjunction 
with overwork or overplaying in the pad- 
dock after resting.

Banco is by Beguin out of Bagnoles, and 
thus is a full brother to *Bayeux. now in 
America. With the elimination of his prin- 
cipal contemporaries. he should prove 
very useful in 1950. 

Among the older horses running in Bel- 
gium. the best in 1949 was the French 
horse Le Destroyer. On November 1 he 
won the Prix Fernand du Roy de Bliequy 
(100.000 franes). giving ten pounds to the 
good filly Balsamine. sent’ from France 
to contest this race. 


NEW JERSEY DATES 


If the New Jersey State Racing Com- 
mission approves racing dates requested 
by the State’s three tracks. there will be 
25 conflicting days of racing in 1950. 

Garden State Park has asked fer 50 
days. the maximum allowed by New Jer- 
sey law. The first meeting. 26 days. May 
1 to May 30. would not conflict with either 
Monmouth Park or Atlantic City. but the 
second meeting. 24 days. September 4 to 
September 30. would run in competition 
with Atlantie City for six days (September 
4 to September 9). 

The major conflict would be between 
Monmouth Park and Atlantie City. Mon- 
mouth Park has requested 47 days. from 
June 17 to August 10. and Atlantie City 
has asked for 45 days. from July 20 to 
September 9. The meetings would over- 
Jap 19 days. from July 20 to August 10. 

Acceptance or revision of these dates is 
up to the New Jersey State Racing Com- 
mission, In 1949, difficulties of the same 
sort occurred. but conflicts were eliminated 
by the racing commission.
